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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 2/25/09 have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 
Applicant argues that the Suzuki reference (752) does not disclose an additional layer (metal layer) in 
contact with a substrate where the incident light (recording/ reproducing light) does not enter the 
medium via the substrate. The Suzuki reference discloses a substrate, a two-layer recording layer, a 
reflective layer, a protective layer and an upper plate where the incident light enters via the substrate. 
In order for the reflective layer (metal layer) to function, it must be on the side opposite the 
recording layer than the incident light, i.e. the light enters the recording layer and is reflected back 
via the reflective layer. Substrate side and cover layer side recording are both well-known in the art. 
See US 6,723,410 Figures 1 and 2. The substrate and cover layers provide support and protection to 
the recording layer and both are transparent to the incident light. During substrate side recording, 
the reflective layer would be on the cover layer side while the reflective layer would be on the 
substrate side during cover layer side recording. Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art to place the reflective layer on the substrate, as shown in the '410 medium, 
when recording/ reading is performed via the cover layer. 

The 112, first paragraph, rejection made in the previous Office Action is withdrawn. 
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Claim Refections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all obviousness 
rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in section 
102 of this title, if the differences betw een the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are such that t he- 
subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary 
skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the 

Claims 1-7, 9-11, 13-23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over US 
6,033,752 in view of US 6,723,410. 

The '752 reference shows that is known to use a two-layered inorganic recording layer and a 
reflective layer where the two layers of the recording layer mix during recording. The medium may 
include dielectric layers. It is recognized that the medium discloses substrate side recording and, 
therefore, the reflective layer is on the cover layer side. However, as shown in the '41 0 reference, it 
is known to record/ read via either the substrate or the cover layer and that the reflective layer will 
change positions on the medium accordingly. See Figures 1 and 2 where the reflective layer is in 
contact with the substrate during cover layer side recording/ reading. Therefore, it would have been 
obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to move the reflective layer of the "752 medium to the 
substrate side when performing recording/ reading via the cover layer side.
